Before the 
difficulties of' imposing special tax 
on foreigners are consid ed. it is likely 
the Government will-try to meet this 
situation’ by imposing general export 
duties on all persons, much as Germany 
did during the: period of the mark’s de- 
cline, It is considered that this would

“500 TREES BLOWN DOWN 


New Jersey Area Recovering—One 
Man Reported Drowned as 
Result of the Storm. 


- Speotal to The'New York Times. 

GLEN COVE, L. IL, Aug. 17.—Glen 
Cove and Sea*Cliff settled down today 
to repair. the damage caused by the 
cyclone which swept over the two 
places at 8 o’clock last night. The 
damage is estimated at $200,000 to 
buildings, fences and ‘telephone poles 
» and wires, but does not include the loss 
of approximately 590 trees which lined 
Front Street, Glen Cove, and which 
were either uprooted or broken off. 

Six houses were totally wrecked by 
the wind and four ‘more were made 
uninhabitable. Others. were made 
shaky and though the Fire Department 
pronounced them safe the occupants 
preferred to live elsewhere until the 
principal damage can be repaired. Tel- 
ephone service was resumed through- 
out the affected area late today and 
most of the area will have electric 
lights tonight. The telephone and 
lighting companies’ repairmen were on 
the scene an hour after the cyclone 
passed over. 

Volunteer firemen stayed on 
over the wrecked houses all last night 
against possible prowlers, as considcr- 
able sums of money and valuables 
were left in the ruins as the occupants 
fled. The Police Department took over 
the work this morning and a guard 
will be maintained until the owners 


have removed their property. 


Actor’s Home Ruined. 


The home of Lynn Hammond, a 
moving picture actor, the largest house 
in the vicinity, was scattered all over 
the side of the hill rising out of the, 
harbor. Only the ‘third floor and the 
roof remained on the foundations, the 
first two floors having been torn away 
by the wind. The remaining portion 
rested comfortably on the foundation 
stones, .giving the impression of a 
simple bungalow with a .much too 
large roof. The garage on the property 
now adjoins the house, but is resting 
wrong side up. The entire house had 
just been reconstructed, work having 
been completed three hours beforé the 
storm.

Big Damage to Fruit Trees. 


NETCONG, N. J., Aug. 17.—A short 
storm, thought to have been part of a 
larger one that struck part of Northern 


New Jersey at 7 o’clock last night; tore 
through the valley surrounding Budd’s 
Lake, south of here, about the same 
time. The cyclone did not strike any 
of the main highways or any of the 
towns in the district, and the damage 
was mostly done to fruit orchards, 
shade tree groves and unused cottages 
and cabifis on the shores of the lake. 


WEATHER UNUSUAL FOR CITY. 


August Records for Thunderstorms 
and Rain Both Broken. 

James Scarr, official forecaster of 
the New York office of the Weather 
Bureau, came forth last night with the 
paradox that “the unusual in weather 
is the most usual thing in the world.”’ 
Furthermore, Mr. Scarr spoke rather 
condescendingly of this ‘‘freak’’ August 
that has stirred so many tongues to 
wild utterances about rainfall, electric 
storms, waterspouts and what-not. 

This August, said Mr. Scarr, is 
neither the warmest nor the wettest on 
record. The weather man remembered 
one August when fourteen inches of 
rain spattered the ground. ‘‘The pres- 
ent month,” he said, “is more than 
half gone, and only 6.39 inches have 
fallen.” During another August of the 
weather man’s acquaintance the ther- 
mometer rose to 102 degrees. 

Then Mr. Scarr said it was a pretty 
unusual month after all. The thunder- 
storm normal for August, he explained. 
is five days of such disturbances. This 
August has already exceeded its quota, 
for on six days the skies have re- 
sounded with electrical disturbances. 
On Aug. 12 there were four separate 
thunder showers.: 

August this year has set some other 

“high records. So far there have been 
31 degrees of temperature in excess 
of the mean average for the month. 
The mean average this year has been 
72.50; last year it was 71.9. 

Last Summer August had only two 
thunderstorms and only 1.64 inches of 
rain. Most of the 6.39 inches that have 
fallen this year have been in the last 
six days. 

The rainfall record for one hour was 
broken on Aug. 12, said Mr. Scarr. On 
that day 2.51 inches fell in an -hour. 
The previous record was 2:20. A new 
half-hour record was also established— 
2.80 inches, as compared ‘with the old 
2.09.

BLERIOT WILL BUILD 
TRANSATLANTIC PLANE 


Pioneer Aviator Says Flights Over 
Ocean Will Have Comforts 
of Liners.

LONDON, Aug. 17.—A not far distant 

future in which passengers will cross 


the Atlantic in great monoplanes pro- 
vided witn promenades, dining salons 
and possibly even facilities for music 
and dancing was painted today by 
Louis Bleriot, one of the pioneers of dir 
flight. . Bleriot- was the first man to 
.cross~the British Channel in an air- 
plane, his flight being accomplishéd 
seventeen years ago. On Monday he 
made his second flight across in one of 
his own: machines 

“Developments ‘that have taken place 
since I first flew over the Channel,’’ 
he said, “‘have far outstripped anything 
I then contemplated. When I see air- 
planes todayit makes me smile to think 
of the little monoplane in which I 
made my flight. I have designs for an 
immense passenger-carrying airplane 
embodying all the lessons I. have 
learned in building machines for seven- 
teen years. It will be driven by four 
very powerful engines. Passengers, of 
whom there will be thirty, in addition 
to the crew, instead of being accommo- 
dated in external hulls as at: present 
will be carried inside great hollow 
wings, which will be more than six feet 
thick at the centre instead of about six 
inches as today. 

“Everything—fuel, passengers and 
crew—will be carried inside enormous 
wings in machines of the future. Pas- 
sengers will be able to move freely in- 
side and I see no reason why, they 
should not enjoy the amenities of sea- 
going passengers of today in the way 
of promenades, dancing, games and 
music. To fly from Paris or London to: 
New York will be commoplace. The 
risk ‘of ‘forced’ landings will be prac- 
tically eliminated, for machines of the 
future will have so many engines that 
several of them could go wrong at once 
without stopping flight.”’

TO MEXICAN POLICY 


He Finds.No Violation of Rights 
of Americans in Calles’s 
Clash With Church. 





NO GROUNDS TO INTERFERE 


Report That Kellogg WII! Resigrr Is 
Denied and Secretary Is Praised 
by His Chief.

nont-intervention in the internal affairs 
of Mexico will remain unchanged, it 
was announced here today on behalf of 
President Coolidge. 

The Chief Executive has determined, 
as a result of his conferences with 

Secretary of State Kellogg, who has 
been here sffice Sunday, that nothing 
has developed in Mexico during the 
last few weeks that would call for this 
Government's stiffening its policy 
toward that country or interfering in 
any way in the conflict between the 
Catholic Church and the Calles Gov- 
ernment. 

The Secretary. came here to report on 
foreign relations generally, but because 
of the protest of the Knights of Colum- 
bus calling for action by this Govern- 
ment on the alleged expulsion, degra- 
dation and insulting of American citi- 
zens in Mexico by the Calles’ Govern- 
ment, the situation in that country was 
the chief ‘subject discussed by the 
President with Mr. Kellogg. 


No Treaty Violations Found. 
The Administration’s, position, restat- 
ed today, ig that there is no author- 
ity under diplomatic usage or treaty 
rights for the United States to inter- 


fere in the purely. domestic affairs of 
Mexico.. Tne struggle between the 
Calles Government and. the Catholic 
Church is viewed as such a question. 

On the other hand, President Cool- 
idge holds that whenever personal or 

property rights of American citizens 
are ignored or treaty rights violated, 
this Government will do what it can to 
see that the privileges of American 
citizens and treaty pledges are duly 
respected. 

It was declared today that the Sec- 
retary had. reported to the President 
that he had no knowledge of American 
rights having been infringed during 
the conflict. There was, however, one 
complaint that American rights had 
been ignored in the taking over of 
church property. This was a small 
case, and Ambassador Sheffield had 
been informed by the Calles Govern- 
ment that the dispute would be satis- 
factorily adjusted. 

There is every indication that there 
will be no further move on the part of 
the Knights of Columbus to press for 
action by the Government on Mexico.

Harlem River connecting 
Kingsbridge Road. The first caisson 
work in connection with building foun- 
dations were used by him in the Com- 
mercial Cable Building in Broad St 
in 1905. -This ‘work was done by 
meumatic tube method, with which he 
ad been identified all his life as an 
engineer. : 

Among. his other achievements was 
the recent construction of eumatic 
foundations for the new_b: of the 
Central of .New Jersey in 
Newark Bay, the Castleton Bridge for 
the New York Central Railroad over 
the Hudson south of Albany; the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Bridge over the 
‘Susquehanna River at Havre de Grace 
and the bridge over the Delaware 
River near Trenton, the bridge over 
the Monongahela River at Pittsburgh 
for the Wabash Railroad and over the 
Ohio River at Mingo, W. Va., and an- 
other. over the Missouri River at 
Pierre, S. D., for the Chicago North 
western Railroad. 

He was the, only man to hold the 
distinction of having bored tunnels 
under the Harlem for the original and 
the Lexington Avenue subway routes 
and the only contractor to hold con- 
tracts for three of the city’s sub- 
way systems. 

He. had charge of all the railroad 
work for the new Union Station in 
Washington and he built dams in the 
Connecticut River at Holyoke, Mass., 
and at Rome, N. Y., the latter in 
connection with the State Barge Canal. 
Mr. McMullen, who-was a member of 
the Engineers’ Club for thirty years, 
is survived by his widow and four 
children; Ray W., Arthur, Marian and 
Daris, and a brother, George McMullen.

_ Pichest botanical regions in the world, 
‘they viewed living species, the an- 
cestors of which had heen brought to 
"New York thousands of years ago by 
the glaciers and had perished in the 


+, region. 

' The tour, with its specimen coliect- 
ing, was the notable event of the open- 
ing today of the actual studies of 
the -International Congress of Plant 
Sciences. It was preceded in the 
morning by the presentation and di$- 
cussion of papers from several world 
authorities, Iayihg the ground work 
for discussions which, while limited 
to botany, will touch such divergent 
topics as disease germs and forest 
conservation, basic laws of heredity. 
and potato blight. 

»More than 800 scientists had regis-. 
‘tered today at the headquarters of 
the congress in Willard Straight Hall, 
and the 200 wives who accompanied 
gome of the ee brought the at- 
tendance past 1,000. 


Two Climates Attract Plants. 


Dr. K. McK. Wiegand of Cornell, who 
guided the bontanists through Enfield 
Glen this afternoon, explained the com- 
bination of geological and climatic fac- 


tors which has made the Ithaca re- 
gion at the head of Cayuga Lake one 
of the richest botanically in the world. 
The difference in climate between the 
highlands and the deep valleys is so 
great that both Southern and Northern 
plants grow in profusion, and the 
marked variation of soil inthis region, 
from the deep rich alluvial deposits in 
. the lowlands to the sterile- sandstone 

heights, has produced further veget- 
able diversification. Below these are 
the: fossil forests in which the -masta- 
dons used € roam. 

Ages ago, when the glaciers slipped 
down over what is now the United 
States, great. masses of ice scooped 
out deep depressions, in one of which 
Cayuga Lake now lies, and tore the 
land up into the odd configuration of 
the Finger Lakes region. It is in the 
depressions of the east and west run- 
ning glacier tracks, protected from the 
sun, that the Arctic plants viewed yes- 
terday have survived. 

The botani8ts yesterday saw, the 
Arctic primrose, or, in their own lan- 
guage, primula mistassinica, charac- 
istic of the Hudson Bay region and 
northern Labrador. Jt bears dainty 
pink blossoms a qu@frter-inch in dian- 
eter, but now it has ceased blooming 
for this year. They. saw the Arctic 
butterwort, pinguicula vulgaris, a 
violetlike flower common to Northern 
Siberia and Scandinavia and . found 
also near the North Pole. 


Catches and Eats Insects. ~ 


It is an insectivorous plant, the 
leaves of which exude a sticky sub- 
stance to entrap insects, like flypaper, 


and then digest them. The butt=r- 
worts get their nitrogen in this man- 
ner. The plant is used in cheese- 
making in Scandinavia, where the 
people have learned that this diges- 
tive fluid serves as rennet. High upon 
the cool, dripping cliffs today could he 
seen the Arctic saxifrage, a mosslike 
plant with yellow flowers which flou-:- 
ishes only in inaccessible moist, rug- 
ged places. 

These plants, according to Dr. Wie- 
gand, probably have lived even further 
south than Ithaca. He believed they

What concerns 
them might easily give rise to stirring 
drama; and might move even the steel- 
Plated breasts of the eynics. By a 
strange alignment of circumstances 
(not impossible in our versatile thea- 
tre) the manufacturer proves himseli 
the real father of Emily Whitaker. All 
these years ‘‘Sunshine Dave” had be- 
lieved himself her father in fact, as 
well as.appearances. According to the 
convention of the stagé, doubt arises 
now as to the wisdom of informing the 
daughter. Shall she remain with the 
impecunious man she has loved ag her 
father, or shall she enjoy the advan- 
tages of a rich parent in the smart 
metropolis. of New York? Well, ‘'Sun- 
shine” is plainly labeled as “comedy 
of kindliness,”’ and, furthermore, hu- 
man emotions are not so lightly dis- 
entangled. Lo! HEmily is spared the 
pain of a parting. It was “only a pass- 
ing shower.”’ 

Mr. Heggie's deliberation of speech 
no less than his frank smile help to 
fill out a complete \character desi 
So. positive is his representation of t e 
part that the cloying lines almost run 
smoothly. Mr. Regan as the local bank 
clerk and Mr. Beasley as the manu- 
facturer play with admirable reserve, 
For the most part the “comic relief’ 
act in the thoroughly conventionalized 
manner of such roles. But although 
Miss Harvey as the village spinster 
runs through all the usual trills and 
giggles of such a part, her final exit, 
with its mixture of awkwardness and 
sincerity, becomes for that moment au- 
thentie portraiture.

DEMPSEY MAY JOIN MOVE 


Also May ‘Be Asked by ‘Rickard ‘to 
Sign for Wills as Means of 
Solving Problem. 


By JAMES P. DAWSON.” 


The State Athletic Commission yes- 
terday gave up its campaign to bring 
the proposed Jack Dempsey-Gene Tun- 
ney heavyweight championship bout to 
this city on Sept. 16, and Promoter 
Tex Rickard headed for the courts for 
& solution to the problem. 

Basing his contemplated action on 
the opinion rendered by Attorney Gen- 
eral Albert Ottinger, that the License 
Committee of the State Athletic Com- 
mission was exceeding ‘its authority in 
withholding a boxer’s license from 
Dempsey, Promoter Rickard announced 
he had engaged the firm of Chad- 
bourne, Stanchfield & Levy to institute 
Mandamus proceedings against the Li- 
cense Committee-in an effort to com- 


el the committee to issue a Bognes 

o. Dempsey. 

A similar suit ig contemplated on 
behalf of Dempsey, the actions to be 
distinct and separate if they material- 
ize., Some doubt about Dempsey’s p2: 
in: the court action, however; was cre- 
ated by Arthur Driscoll, attorney for 
Dempsey. Following’ a meeting late 
yesterday afternoon in Madison Square 
Garden, the second such meeting of 
the day, which -was attended by. Rick- 
ard, Driscoll and Gene Normile, repre- 
sentative of Dempsey, who made a 
hurried trip to this city to attend the 
conferences, Driscoll said: 


To Confer Again Today. 


*‘We have not as yet decided defi- 
nitely on court action. Whether we 
will proceed with a mandamus suit 
will be determined at a conference to 
be held tomorrow morning, In the 
meantime we are preparing papers in 
the action ‘and if it is decided tomor- 
row to go ahead with the mandamus 
proceedings, I will.take*the: 1: o’clock 
train to Denfpsey’s training’: quarters 
at Saratoga Lake with Mr. Normile to 
get Dempsey’s: signature to the papers. 
I=will leave Safatoga-on a late train 
tomorrow. night. The proceedings, 
therefore, cannot possibly be instituted 
before Thursday morning.” 

' Promoter Rickard, however, was pos- 
itive in his announcement that. court 
action will ensue. 

“I have retained the firm of Chad- 
bourne, Stanchfield and Levy to bring 
the matter to court on behalf of the 
Rickard Sporting Club of the Madison 
Square Garden Corporation,” said 
Rickard. ‘Our lawyers will start man- 
damus proceedings as quickly as pos- 
sible to compel the License Committee 
to issue a license to Dempsey. There 
isn’t any doubt in my mind that 
our suit will’be successful. The Attor- 
ney General of the State has rendered 
_an opinion that the License Committee 
‘is acting beyond its power in with- 
holding a license from Dempsey, and 
every lawyer with whom I have dis- 
cussed the matter assures me we can- 
not, lose in court. 

“In the meantime orders for tickets 
to the fight are pouring in on us here. 
I have orders for 8,000 ringside seats, 
the majority of them accompanied by 
checks or money orders. This con- 
vinces me that the public wants the 
fight and I am going to make every 
effort to give it to.them. I still intend 
to hold the fight here or in some other 
city on Sept. 16. Only an adverse rul- 
ing by the courts will change my mind 
on this matter, and I don’t expect 
that.” 

Opinion was general yesterday after 
the State Athletic Commigsion offi- 
cially concluded its activity in the pro- 
Epes? bout, that the Dempsey-Tunney 

ut prospects were more hopeless 
than ever. It was predicted, despits 
his optimistic statement, that Promoter 
Rickard shortly will announce an 
abandonment of his plans for the bout, 
for it is not regarded as likely that 
at this late date Rickard could go to 
Philadelphia or another city, with the 
title struggle, and the match is pretty 
ey regarded as a dead issue 

ere. 


Promoter Still Determined. 


Rickard, however, steadfastly refuses 
to take this attitude. If anything, the 


promoter is more determined than ever 
to ht the issue to the last ditch. 

The court solution is not the only one 
Rickard has at hand. It is known 
that the promoter is considering a 
proposition which may get him’ a 
title bout out in the open and in ee ol 
gailing. This proposal involves the ac- 
ceptance by Dempsey of the challenge 
of Harry Wills and Dempkey’s signing 
a contract to fight the negro. It has 
been suggested that this action could 
be taken in time to be presented to 
the next meeting of the State Athletic 
Commission. 

But Wills then would be in the posi- 
tion of being compelled to sign to fight 
Dempsey for 12%-~per cent. of the re- 
ceipts under the commission’s regula- 
tions, and if the negro challenger 
signed for a Dempsey fight here. he 
would be compelled to refund to B. C.

Brower Issues Statement. 


Commissionér Brower, after the 
meeting,’ issued the following state- 
ment on behalf ,of himself and Com- 
missidner Muldoon: 

I voted to uphold the challenge of 
Harry Wills until such time as it 
became self evident that to continue’ 
so to do would not bring about such 
a contest but would deprive others’ 
of their rights to earn a livelihood 
by exhibiting their skill of boxing, 
besides depriving the State of sub- 
stantial revenue and the public of 
benefits and pleasure of the sport. 

When this became apparent I 
joined with Mr. Muldoon who had 
consistently voted to permit the 
Dempsey-Tunney match. . 

Mr. Muldoon and I believe that we 
have in all respects fully discharged 
the official duties entrusted to us 
as members of the commission and 


here our duties end. The responsi- 
bility. now rests upon the shoulders 
of others who have before them for 
their guidance the opinion of the 
legal advisers to all officials of the 
State of New York. 

Mr. Muldoon and I have repeatedly 
outvoted our Chairman ep this im- 
portant match, but without rancor 
or feeling, but will be defeated if 
the License Committee persists in 
following his lead. This result 
would of course be a great disap- 
pointment to us and to a great pro- 
portion of the people of this city 
and vicinity, yet such a result would 
not in any way dampen our enthu- 
siasm to keep the tottering game of 
boxing on.a plane sufficiently high 
to merit its continuation upon the 
statute books of this State. 

“We're licked,” said Commissioner 
Brower later in discussing the situa- 
tion with newspaper men. ‘‘We might 
as well admit it and accept it grace- 
fully. We're all good friends down 
here, though. We have gained a vic- 
tory within the commission itself, but 
on the whole proposition we have lost 
unless the License Committee changes 
its stand. 

“The commission has no duties out- 
side this room.. Our duties begin here 
and end here. The commission: will 
not take the matter to court, That is 
a responsibility which rests upon‘the 

aggrieved party or parties, and the 
commission is-not aggrieved. Rickard 
and Dempsey. are the aggrieved parties 
in this situation and it is up ‘to them 
to take whatever action they see fit. 
If Mr. Rickard sees fit to take the 
bout to-some other city that is his 
own personal matter. I do not think 
the commission will or can interfere. 
As far as the commission is concerned 
the matter ends with the adoption of 
the Attorney General’s opinion as art 
of the commission’s official reco 

Though Comm mer Brower con- 
ceded defeat after playing a conspic- 
uous part in forcing approval of the 
Dempsey-Tunney bout by the commis- 
sion William Muldoon, leader in the 
struggle for recognition and sanction 
for the match, took an opposite view. | 

‘Weare not: licked,” said Commis- 
sioner Muldoon when apprised of Com- 
missioner Brower'’s statement. “I will 
not concede defeat. - The fight will pe 
held here. I am convinced of that.*’ 

Promoter Rickard’s change of mind 
on the location of the fight..was ex- 
plained by the fact that the commis- 
sion had proceeded as far as it was 
legally possible for it to go in the 
matter.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 17 (4).—The at- 
tempt of three veteran Pittsburgh 
players to oust Fred Clarke, assistant 
Manager, from the bench was termed 
“mistaken zeal” to further, what they 
Fhonestly believed to' be. for the best 
interests of the club, John A. Heydler, 
President of the League, said here to- 
night after holding extended hearings 
into the controversy. The league exec- 
utive added that should the players, 
Max Carey, Carson Bigbee and Babe 
Adams, leave the team they “will do so 
with a good name.” 

Summing up his findings, the league 
executive, whose only action was to 
clear the names of the players, said: 

“I canont go back of the right of the 
officials of a league club ‘to release, 
suspend or ask waivers on any of its 
players, nor would I wish to do so if 
I had the right; but it is my opinion, 
after a most complete ‘and thorough 
hearing of this case, that none of 
the three players—Carey, Bigbee and 
,Adams—has’been guilty of willful sub- 


ordination or malicious intent to dis- 
rupt or injure his club.”

ealed to by Carey, who contended that 
he and his’two team mates had not 
had a fair hearing before their dis-'| } 
missal, which was concurred in by 
Clarke, Sam Dreyfuss, Treasurer, and 
Bill McKechnie, manager. The league 
head held a number of secret hearings, 
the first. being attended by club of- 
ficialg and the players. Later he met 
with Carey alone and prior to issuing 
his. -statement tonight he conferred 
again with Dreyfuss and Clarke. 


Sought to Clear Names. 


Heydler said he felt that the three 
players, by reason of their long and 
honorable baseball career, “‘were en- 
titled to a full hearing of any griev- 
ance they ‘may have in their passing 
or threatened ‘passing from the Pitts- 
burgh club. They have been charged 
with stirring up dissension among Pi- 
rate players,” he said, ‘‘and, with be- 
ing ringleaders in an attempt to drive 
Clarke from the bench.” 

Carey made it plain, Heydler said, 
that through the hearing he hoped to 
Clear his name, as well as: the names 
of Adams and Bigbee, from any charge 
of -insubordination or mutiny or at- 
tempt to hurt: the club’s pennant 
chances, and not, with any desire to 
remain on the club or to reverse the 
decision to release his two companions 
and waive him from the team. 

Heydler said that in his judgment the 
pet gst would not have reached a criti- 

cal stage had the players gone direct 
to -Dreyf; or Clarke rather than to 
McKechhie and the,other players with 
their grievance. Clarke, he said, hadan 
unquestioned right to sit on the bench 
as an adviser for McKechnie. 

Heydler spoke of:the Pirates’ -present 
position in the pennant race, adding it 
was evident there was dissension over 
matters of strategy, but evidently the 
dissension did not affect the team's 
play. mn 

Players Made a Mistake. 


“It is my belief, however, there was 
a series of misuaderstandings. which 
finally culminated in open dissension 
immediately after the double defeat 
administered to the champions in Bos- 
ton on Aug. 7%. I believe these three 
players made a mistake in the way 
they undertook what they sought to 
do, namely, the correction of what 
they thought was hurtful to the club’s. 
interest in having Clarke on the bench. 
In other words, it seems to me it was 


a case of mistaken zeal to further what 
they honestly believed to be for the 
best interest of the club. There was no 
evidence introduced to show any ma- 
liciousness on their 

Heydler expressed the belief that 
Carey, as captain, thought he had 
some right to take the initiative, but, 
he added, the method adopted by Carey 
of opposing the wishes’ and order of 
the club owner.in regard to Clarke 
could not but result to the detriment of 
the team’s morale. . 

"It is because of my firm belief in 
the justice of this finding that I do 
now go on record to declare that should 
these players leave the Pittsburgh club 
they will do so with a good name, and 
that in their passing there is neither 
stain nor blemish on their long and 
honorable careers,’’ Heydler said.

It-has just. opened 
headquarters in Chicago, and Senator 
Purpps, Chairman of its Senate wing, 
has sent out. a formal and solemn 
warning that there is only one cause 
.of. American prosperity, namely, the 
high protective tariff. Let the Re- 
publican ‘orators and spellbinders: rule 
out all this silly talk about efficiency 
and using our wits in order to get 
trade.

THE HOLLAND TUNNEL. 
When Governors SMITH and Moore 
inspect the Holland vehicular tunnel 
they will ride through spick-and-span, 
well-lighted tubes on a surface of Bel- 
blocks -covered. with concrete for. 
a mile and three-quarters, The pair 
of tunnels are about twice as large as 
the Pennsylvania; |in fact, it has been 
calculated that a small house two and 
a half stories high could .be rolled 
through a Holland ‘tube. The Gover- 
nors will begin their journey just 
above Canal Street. and near Varick. 
They will emerge on the Jersey. side 
between the Erie and Lackawanna 
Railroad stations. In February Gov- 
ernor Moore walked through ‘the tube 
for east-bound traffic, and on the way 
to Manhattan he had a buffet lunch 
under the Canal Street bulkhead. “He 
advocates more tunnels to connect New 
Jersey with New York, and that will 
no doubt be a topic of conversation 
when the two forward-looking Gover- 
nors move along through the river 
tunnel in their automobile on :Satur- 
day. Whether the trans-river trans- 
portation policy of the future shall be 
one of tunnels or bridges, or,of both, 
experience with the Holland project 
will determine, Street traffic in New 
York is increasing 10 per cent. a year. 
The rate is likely to be progressively 
higher. No.one can tell what -gain 
vehicular transportation will Rave 
made by’ 1950. Bridges may be in de- 
mand to supplement tunnels. 
It is caiculated that the 
tubes will have a capacity of 8,800 ve- 
hicles an hour, or about 46,000 a day. 
The Hudson River ferries can accom- 
modate 30,000 every twenty-four 
hours. This means that the Holland 
tubes and the'ferries should be ade- 
quate for sometime to:come. At the 
same time'the fact must be recognized. 
that there will be @ drift away from 
the boats as soon asthe _ Holland 
tunnel is opened next’ March. For 
speed in movement the tube’ will be 
preferred, as arate of twelvé miles 
an hour is to be allowed.

For instance, there is the pro- 
jected West Street elevated roadway, 
the construction of which cannot long 
be delayed. It is planned to cut Sixth 
Avenue through to Canal Street. For- 
tunately, West BroadWay, Hudson and 
Varick, in the vicinity, are wide thor- 
oughfares. Moreover, free use of the 
tunnel will relieve pressure on the 
streets near the downtown. ferries, 
and the Twenty-third and Forty-sec- 
ond Street ferry approaches will not be 
so crowded. 

The Holland tunnel will sitatty fa- 
cllitate the movement of foodstuffs 
and fuel into New York. Slowness of 
transpertation is now.given at the 
public markets as the reason for high 
prices. The Holland tunnel was .to 
cost $29,000,000 to build and equip, 
but it was found that the need of spa- 
cious approaches, plus higher expense 
of material and labor, would add. $20,- 
800,000 to the bill. 
probably be agreed that the roadways 
under the river are worth the money. 


NEWS FROM THE VEGETABLE 
KINGDOM. 
If news is’ news until it has been 
told, even if it is “as old as the hills,” 
there is news a-plenty in the reports 
which plant scientists are bringing in 
from all parts of the world to the 
International Congress which is in 
session at Ithaca. They are meeting 
under the chairmanship of Dr. Liserty 
H. Batter, the veteran botanical scien- 
tist, who is now President of the 
American Association. for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, but keeps in 
touch with that kingdom (which he 
has called in one of his works “ the 
Holy Earth.” They are paying no 
attention ‘to political problems; they 
are not divided by national interests; 
they are but considering the lilies of 
the, field and other plants, how they 
grow, how. they have grown since 
the earth ‘began, and how they have 
managed to perpetuate themselves. 
So inert has their existence seemed 
by the side of life that has set itself 
free from roots that to lead. a°passive 
existence “without exertion of body or 
mind” is. “ to ‘vegetate;”: whereas all 
plants and flowers have the magnifi- 
cent ambition, as MAETERLINCK states, * 
to overrun and conquer, the surface of 
the globe by endlessly, multiplying. 
They have a harder time of jit than 
the- creatures. of the animal kingdom 


dividual to one place, and they have 
hail” recourse” to devices. that: have 
anticipated the inventions of man, 
such astraps, wings, springboards and 


insects to realize the aspirations of 
the species. And though some plants 
are “awkward or unlucky,” still there 
ts none that is wholly devoid of wis- 
dom and ingenuity. The flower sets 
man a “ prodigious example of insub- 
“mission, courage, perseverance and 
“ ingenuity.” 

It is such a world of inarticulate 
adventure ‘that the plant ‘specialists’ 
seek to understand, each plant in its 
own language, and to report to the 
kingdom of those whose ‘inhabitants 
flourish as a flower of the field and 
whose flesh is, after all, as grass that 
is cast into the oven—to the:kingdom 
which is dependent upon it for its 
own life, both physical and esthetic. 
The plant scientists in discovering 
methods of culture which, will .im- 
prove the world’s crops, in banishing 
insects that prey upon the plants 
n.-dful for human life, in. maintain- 
ing relations of intelligent.amity with 
thése industrious myriads of the fields 
and gardens, and in fighting with 
them the common enemy, are deserv- 
ing of universal gratitude. 

In 1915 a Russian scientist wrote of 
the campaign in which all mankind 
should be allied instead of killing one 
another, the campaign.in which these 
plant specialists are as the “ intelli- 
gence service,” in this ageetive. way: 

Think of what humanity ’ could 
‘obtain if that prodigious ‘effort [in 
displacing boundary lines] ‘were de-' 
voted to fighting our real. enemies, 
the noxious insects and- our’ hostile 
environment. We should conquer 
them in a few years. THe entire 
globe would turn into a model farm. 
Every plant would grow for our use. 
/ The savage animals would disappear: 
and the tely tiny animals would 
be reduced to impotence by hygiene 
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tubes, Ting

Th wopld be ‘useless to attempt even 
a formal summary of the many- -sided 
and fruitful work of Henry Wave 
Rocers. It is some measure of “his 
ability that, appointed to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals at 60, 
without any. previous ‘experience on 
the, bench: and-gfter a long abandon- 
ment of praétice at the bar, he was 
soon recognized as a competent and 
sagacious Judge. He had. an unusual 
mastery of legal principles. His learn- 
ing was wide and deep. From an in- 
tolerable mass of detail he rescued’ the 
eksential facts and applied the law to 
them. But ’perhaps he will ‘be best 
remembered not as Judge, but as Dean, | 
Rogers. As a young-man he had ‘the 
good fortune to read law in the office 
of Judge Tuomas M. Cooxey, that 
clear light of constitutional law, ‘him- 
self sometime Dean of the University 
of Michigan Law School, from which 
young RoGERs was graduated. 

Still a very young man, Rocers be- 
came Professor of Law there.» For 
five years he was Dean. It was 
feared that Judge Cooizy’s retirement 
would injure the school, but under 
Rogers it flourished and grew; and it 
has continued to be a strong nursery 
of lawyers, ,of whom, perhaps, too 
many are sent to Congress. It was in 
New Haven that Rocrrs’s most endur- 
ing achievement came. If we may 
say so.-with no offense to the con- 
scientious conservatives of the old 
régimé in the Yale Law School, he 
revivified a backward and decaying 
institution.. The Yale law dons of 
twenty-five years ago shook their 
heads at. stumbling: old: “ Kit” Lana- 
DELL and his “case system” much 
as his puzzled first pupils at the Har- 
vard Law School. had shaken: theirs 
twenty-five years béfore. Besides, the 
New Haven school, true to a lingering 
tradition, required no college degree 
of candidates for admission, 

HeEnrY JAMES may have been a little 
snobbish in his view of the Harvard 
“law pills” of the “early ‘60s; but 
one doesn’t have to be intolerably an- 
cient.to remember what a curious lot 
of persons used to flock to law schools 
when-they had no literacy test. Well, 
by means of Rocers and his {nfluence, 
the Yale Law School introduced “ the 
case system” and the college degree 
requirement. The school gafned im- 
mensely in prestige. It is enough to 
say that it ‘is now a worthy and 
honored part of the university. The 
influence of an accomplished teacher 
of law upon successive classes. of 
young men is far-reaching. He deals 
with serious men, not with fantastic 
undergraduate children. Another and, 
perhaps,.a deeper influence, less com- 
monly redognized, belongs to the facul- 
ties of the great law schools.

British official figures are smaller 
than American by half a: billion jour- 
neys. The comparative figures have}- 
been authoritatively analyzed before 
the safety section. of the American 
Railway Association. 

Even yet our 1925 statistics are not 
available, but on the 
comparisons twenty-four were killed 
on British railways, and the ten-year 
average was thirty-six. On American 
railways forty-one . passengers were 
kijled in 1924. “On the basis of pas- 
senger miles British railroads would 
have killed sixty-two passengers in 
train accidents in handling the Ameri- 
can volume of traffic, while if British 
railways were as safe as our own only 
seventeen passengers would have been 
killed in train accidents.” ~ 

‘The average American passenger 
would have to travel 242,220,714 miles 
to get killed, but coyld manage it by 
riding 124,904,273 miles in England. 
American travel is atill safer on’ se- 
| lected trains. On one of our fastest 
trains the average passenger would 
have to live to ride 13,608 years before 
‘his turn ‘came to die.

Profits Without Protection. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: : 

For the year ended June 30, 1925, the 
United States exported, among other items, 
almost  $340,000,000 of machinery: over. 
$273, 000,000 of: vehicles, including autos; 
over $207,000,000 of iron and steel; over 
$140,000,000 of wood and manufactures, and 
over $87,000,000 of cotton. cloth. 

A few days ago Dr. Klein, Director of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commeree, 
Department of Commerce in Washington, 
stated: ‘‘American exports of. finished man- 
ufactures increased in 1 26, compared 
r, by 16 per 
cent. They were 60 per cent, greater than 
in 1921-22, and nearly three times as great 
in value as in the five-year period before the 
war. All classes of iron and steel products

‘| daughter, Mrs. Annabell T. Cohu, of

known yesterday through the filing of 
the will in the Surrogates Court. 

Mrs. Reilly died at the Hotel Plaza 
‘on. Aug. 8. Although the value of her 
estate is given merely as “‘more than 
$100,000," it is said that her first hus- 
band left her several millions. 

The marriage of Mrs. Turck, who 
was then nearly 90 years old, to ‘‘Gen- 
eral’’ Reilly, caused much surprise in 
August, 1924, when it became known 
three weeks after the ceremony. He 


was 69 and of distinguished appear- 


ance, 

He explained shortly after the mar- 
riage, that the title of “General” "ead 
been given to him in Europe during 
the war by refugees he had helped to 
get out of octets ays & and later by the 
English when he helped to train re- 
cruits. He had never served in the 
army, it was explained, but had spent 
much of his life in the employ of an 
insurance company selling annuities. 
He said at the time of the marriage 
that he was independently situated. 

Mrs. Reilly’s first husband was Solo- 
mon Turk, who was twice elected 
Mayor of Dubuque, Iowa,4ut who left 
that city in 1872 to come to New York. 
It was here that he engaged in the 
manufacture of powder and explosives, 
gradually expanding his business until, 
under the name of Laflin & Rand 
Powder Company, it became known as 
one of the largest makers of powders 
and explosives in the country. He 
died in 1907. 

The only beneficiaries under the will, 
besides Mr. Reilly, who gets $25,000 
and the daughter, who gets the ‘entire 
residuary estate, are two grandchildren 
who each inherit $25,000 . They .are 
LaMotte T. Cohu of Roslyn, L. I., and 
H., Wallace Cohu of 29 Hast Sixty- 
fourth Street.

Dr. Charles Recht, a New York law-

LOSES SUIT FOR INJURIES. 


Tax! Passenger Held Negligent In/® 
Riding With Drinking Driver. 

A taxicab passenger who~knowingly 
rides with an intoxicated driver is 
guilty of negligence and cannot re- 
cover for injuries under a recent rul- 
ing by the State Supreme Court of 
Washington. The decision is contrary 
to the general rule that negligence of 
a Uriver is not imputable to a passen- 
ger or guest so as to bar a recovery by 
him, 

The court held that the passenger 
Was negligent in entering the taxicab 
knowing the driver to be intoxicated 
and also that one who has opportunity 
to learn the facts and then continues 
to ride with the drunken driver also 
cannot recover. 

There was evidence that before the 
taxicab left Tacoma for Seattle the 
driver and one Scott, a-friend of the 
plaintiff who accompanied him on his 
trip, had been drinking together. After 
having proceeded on their way for a 
time there was evidence that the car 
was stopped and a bottle produced by 
the driver from which every one drank 
except the latter. In rounding an: § 
curve in the road before reaching 
Seattle the vehicle turned over on its 
side, injuring the plaintiff and killing 
his companion. °

Tailors Raising $31,000 for Plant 
—Wiljl Desert New York. 

Tailors in and around Astoria have 
collected $6,250 and pledged themselves 
to raise $25,000 more to fight the Mas- 
ter Cleaners of New York. Their chief 
grievance is that the Master Cleaners 
refuse to accept responsibility for 
trousers and. coats that shrink.

Astoria, 
the Astoria Tailors’ Union. decided to 
purchase and equip a cleaning plant 
for the members at a cost | about 
$30,000. At the meeting $6,250 was 
raised. The plant is to be open in a 
few weeks.
